1 . Claims 1-8 contain allowable subject matter over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to a picture signal reproducing apparatus for 
synchronously reproducing a variety of digital coded data strings. The independent 
claims identify the feature of " inserting a reproduction unit switching information at a 
connection point between two reproduction units in the series of digital multiplexed 
coded data strings according to the system clock reference for each of the reproduction 
units: and reproducing means for detecting the connection point on the basis of the 
reproduction unit switching information from the series of digital multiplexed coded data 
strings to synchronously reproduce the variety of digital coded data strings at the 
detected connection point ". The closest prior art, Yamane et al discloses a conventional 
audio/video recording/reproducing apparatus, either singularly or in combination fails to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
